"ARGUMENTS OPENED. 
‘BEFORE HIGH COURT

WASHINGTON — Attorney 
Milburn of Buffalo. N. Y., of the 
“tandard Oil Company's legal depart- 
ment opened the argument in the govern- 
iment’s famous anti-trust suit 
‘that combine, before the supreme court 
‘of the United States at 12:45 p. m. 
today. 

The highest court granted three en- 
tire days to be devoted to arguments on 
both sidés of the case. 

When the justices filed into the room 
every seat was. oce upied, ‘including addi- 
tional chairs placed‘in the enclosure re- 
served for members of the bar. Two long 
tebles were loaded with formidable- 
ooking books, chief among which were 
the 20 odd volumes comprising the rec- 
ord Im the case. 

On the left side of the court room 
Attorneys John G. Milburn and John G. 
Johnson, counsel for the oil trust, had 
seats, while on the .opposite side sat 
Frank B. Kellogg, the government’s spe- 
cial attorney in the litigation. 

Upon the verdict depends the continu- 
ance of the Sherman anti-trust law as 
well as the Rockefeller combinatton and 
other similar alleged monopolies. 

The present litigation involves 37 dis- 
tinct corporations, which the Standard 
Oil Company of New Jersey either owns 
outright or in part, and six individuals—

The attorney-general and Mr. Kellogg 
will represent the government, the latter 
having been associated with the case 
since 1906. 
In Novembe,, 1906, the government 
filed in the federal court in Missouri its 
bill of complaint reciting an amazing 
story of high, finance, market manipula- 
tion, price cutting, railroad rebating and 
other alleged violations of the law cnd 
asking for the dissolution of the trust.

‘WEST BREAKWATER PLAN IS 


APPROVED AND WORK BEGUN 


(Special to The Monitor.) 
COLON-—A general plan for construct- 
ing the west breakwater at the north 
entrance to the canal has met with ap- 
proval and the preparatory work be- 
gun. The purpose of the breakwater is 
to protect shipping in Colon harbor and 


making the north entrance to the canal, 
and to reduce the amount of silt washed 
into the dredged channel. The prelig- 
inary plans provide for two jetties of 
rock, one extending from Toro point, on 
the west shore of the bay and ending in 
48 feet of water, and the other extending 
from the east shore, near Manzanillo 
point, to the 44-foot contour. ° An open- 
ing between the outer ends of the jet- 
ties will permit vessels to enter the 
canal and harbor. 

In the neighborhood of 3,290,000 onic 
yards of rock will be required in the con- 
struction of the west jetty. A deposit 
of limestone has been developed at Toro 
point, which will be suitable for the core 
and possibly for the armor of the jetty. 
A double trestle will be built from the 
shore line, from which the rock will be 


dumped, the trestle being extended as’ 


the fill progresses. Thus the effect of 


— ae eee 


wave action on the rock can be observed 
and a conclusion arrived at as to whether 
harder rock will be required for the 
armor. 

A small harbor will be developed in 
Shelter cove, a small bay inside the line 
of the breakwater, by dredging out about 
50,000 cubic yards of coral. A wharf 
will be built along the north side of this 
harbor, with trestle connection with the 
mainland, at which plant-and supplies 
may be unloaded. 

Quarters will be constructed in prox- 
imity to the work for laborers and other 
employees, the camp being connected 
with the regular telephone system by a 
six-mile line. A’ water supply will be 
obtained by gravity from the Arenal 
river, about 14%, miles distant from Toro 


point.

"WITHDRAWAL OF RUSSIANS 


(Special to The Monitor.) 
LONDON—It’ appears that no demand. 
has been presented by the Persian gov- 
ernment for the withdrawal of Russian 
troops from Persian territory. The only 
coihmunication on the subject which is 


jbelieved to have passed between the 


two govérnments is that the Persian 
authorities addressed a note to the Rus- 
sian government pointing out that the 
country is now in a@ state of perfect 
tranquility. Russia has replied to the 
effect that she is unable to agree with 
the statement contained in the note, 
since from her own representatives in 
Persia reports have béen received from 
which it is impossible to agree with the 
| statement that the country is in a state 
of tranquility. 

The St. Petersburg correspondent of 
the Standard reports that the road be- 
tween Ardevil and Sirab is only made 
safe by the regular patrols of Russian 
troops, and it is obviously to the in- 
terests of the country that these troops 
should remain there in order to pre- 
serve order. Russia has on several oc- 
casions considered the question of with- 


drawing her troops, but something has 
always occurred to prevent her taking 
any steps in this direction. 

Through the defeat and flight of Rak- 
him Khan, the Persian troops were tem- 
porarily masters of the situation, but 
that is by no means the same thing as 
the country beingsin.a state of perfect 
tranquility. It was over the defeat of 
Rakhim Khan that the question of the 
reduction of the Russian troops was 
raised. It was, however, mainly due 
to the language used in the Mejlis, lan- 
guage which was such as Russia could 
not afford to take from a nation in the 
position of Persia, that the idea of 
withdrawing the troops was abandoned. 

Russia would be saved a considerable 


expense if the withdrawal of her troops’ 


could be earried out, for the cost of 
maintaining a foree in Persia is no 
trifling matter. Before taking this step, 
however, the Russian government is de- 
sirous of being confident that the with- 
drawal will not necessarily have to be 


followed by a more costly expedition in. 


the future. In the meantime Russia 
prefers to keep her troops on the spot. 


| LONDON LETTER 
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(Special to The Monitor.) 

LONDON—Captain Scott is at present 
in Norway and will shortly leave for 
Fefor, where there is an abundance of 
snow, and where he will have a good 
opportunity of carrying out experiments 
with his motor sledge. The sledge is 
one which has been specially constructed 
for use on his expedition to the south 
pole. Some of the material which Cap- 
tain Scott is taking with him has been 
ordered from a Norwegian company, and 
it is for the purpose of inspecting and 
testing the goods-they have ready for 
delivery that the leader of the expedi- 
tion is now in Norway.

The agent-general for Tasmania, Dr.

Canada in 1901 was 20,668,460 bushels. 
The returns received from ‘Tasmania 
show a clear annual profit of £40 an 
acye from apple growing. Referring to 
the fruit industry of the United King- 
dom, this was, he pointed out, limited 
somewhat by our fiscal policy and by the 
fact that the railways were privately 
owned. Nevertheless the industry is 
growing, 1908 showing an increase over 
1907 of 2286 acres under cultivation.

— Sy mphony subscribers there 
are many persons who upon settling 
themselves in their places at a concert, 
open their program books to the page 
where the next concert is announced, 
and know_assuredly whether the piecés 
there named will or will not please them 
when they hear them performed. Some- 
times these wise persons find a week 
later that their judgment deceived them; 
they find that they unsafely made up 
their opinion on the music from what 
they had read somewhere about it or 
from the way they heard a symphony 
conductor of past days interpret it; and 
again they find that they have erred 
somewhere in estimating the ability of 
the present conductor to make this or 
that composer's works interesting. Occa- 
sionally they find they have misjudged a 
Boloist. 

There were difficulties in deciding in 
advance about the Symphony concert of 
Saturday evening—whether 
would give pleasure with his reading of 
the Brahms Fourth Symphony = and 
whether Mr. Busoni’ would make Bee- 
thoven’s “Emperor” concerto impressi e. 
~ One thing about it ali, however, was to 
be depended on, that the conductor would 
present in the Brahms number a thor- 
oughly rehearsed work, that he would 
have it the main reliance of his program 
and would endeavor to make his inter- 
pretation of it the authoritative one in 
America this season, whatever became 
of the soloist and Beethoven. For Mr. 
Fiedler’s aim plainly enough is to give 
the Boston orchestra repute as one that 
cultivates the modern sy:uphony, as one 
that counts the old symphony, and all 
dramatic music and modern small pic- 
ture music as things of secondary im- 
portance. 

The opening number of the eighteenth 
concert Was one in a series of modern 
symphonic works on which Mr. Fiedler 
has brought all his men’s technical pow- 
ers and all his own interpretative skill | 
to bear. The list begins with the sec- 
ond symphony of Brahms and_ includes 
D'indy’s symphony in B flat, which was 
performed a second time, a Sibelius sym- 
phony, Elgar’s symphony, Franck’s in 
D minor, Bruckner’s seventh and Schu- 
mann’s “Spring” symphony. None of 
these has Mr, Fiedler conducted with 
more: zeal than the Brahms number on 
_the program of Saturday evening. And 
the zeal with which he conducted it 
Was tempered with a restraint ~which 
he has not often shown before; for the 
conductor has so perfected his men in 
the performance of the modern sym- 
phony, both as to technique and ex- 
pression, that they can bring out the 
vastness of its design and yet play it 
in as classic a style as ever they played 
Beethoven under the direction of Mr. 
Gericke, 

Unfortunately for the soloist of the 
last concert, Mr. Fiedler’s interest in the 
program ended with Brahms. The per- 
formance of the “Emperor” concert 
would have come to more than it did if 
the orchestra and Mr. Busoni had been 
in interpretative agreement about it. 
Mr. Busoni played his part of the work 
admirably; he led his piano passages by 
the most artistically designed crescendos 
into the orchestral passages, and in- 
versely he took up the theme from the 
sonorous statement of it by the orches- 
tra and led it by diminuendo into its 
pianistie developmehts, The orchestra has 
decidedly gotten out of the habit of taking 
“part in concerto performances, at any 
rate it does not readily fall into the 
mood of such an original interpreter as 
Mr. Busoni without more preparation 
than it had on Saturday evening. 

The tone of the pianist had a certain 
thinness that pak Tipeeetlahs to the 
work he was playing, appropriate be- 
cause it equalized the quality of the slow, 
heavy Beethoven chords in the lower 
range of the instrument and the rapid 
passage work in the upper range. Mr. 
Busoni has rightly enough been called 
to task by the Germans for the sub- 
jectivity of his playing. Unlike Pade- 
rewski, who presents the composer's 
thought explicitly to the listener, Bu- 
soni’s habit is to intimate the composer's 
purposes darkly.

It may naturally be asked how astron- 
omers came to be able to predict the ap- 
pearance of this comet. in 1910, and in 
answéring this question the origin of its: 
name can also be explained. Halley was 
born in 1656 and devoted his life to 
mathematical studies. He made several 
important improvements in the methods 
of navigation and of «astronomical 
science. But the fact which has prin- 
cipally made his name famous was the 
accurate observation by him of the 
movements of a brilliant comet. which 
appeared in 1682 and the consequent 
identification of it with one that had 
appeared in 1607 and in 1531. 

So certain was he of his discovery 
that he ventured to put it to the supreme 
test of all theories and to predict the 
reappearance 6f the comet again after 
the proper interval, 76 years. It may 
be imagined with what interest the 
scientific world began to look out for 
this object in 1758 and it did not keep 
them long waiting; Halley’s theory was 
vindicated. The comet has ever since 
been known as Halley’s comet and his 
conception of the movement of these 
bodies round the sun and of their regu- 
lar return has led to a long series of 
similar discoveries. 

Twenty other comets are now known 
to belong to this class; they move round 
the sun as‘do the planets, but in elong- 
ated oval, or, more strictly, elliptic, paths 
instead of nearly circular ones. It thus 
happens that they come within our 
vision only at intervals, departing beyond 
the reach of. the most powerful tele- 
scopes in the interim. None has been 
discovered since Halley’s with anything 
like so long a period as his. The next 
in order of length takes only 13 years 
to get round its course and Encke’s 
actually flies round its small orbit in

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CHICAGO—Halley’ 8 comet has, 
into seelusion for about a month. Dur- 
ing thaf time it will be shielded from. 
the earth by golden veils of sunlight. { 
This announcement was made by Prof. 
Edwin B. Frost, director of the Yerkes 
observatory, Williatms Bay, Wis. 

The reason for the retiring of the 
comet is that it is so nearly in a line 
between the earth and the sun that it 
cannot be, seen against the bright’ back- 
ground. ‘There is a strong probability, 
too, according to the professor, that the 
tail of. the comet will be long enough to 
envelop the earth on May 18. 

“We have just about given up trying 
to observe the eomet for the present,” 
he said today. “It is so close to the 
sun we can’t do anything with it. When 
will rt be visible again? (Well, about 
April 5, I think; but then it will appear |

Among the curious customs of the ° 
new vear celebrations in Germany that 
of a deputation from the workers in the 
salt mines of Halle who every year visit 
Berlin to offer the new year’s greetings 
to the Emperor and Empress, has a 
quaintness all its own.

Pop ulation study of its passage toward the West from 
the taking of the first to the last census tells 
“=== at once the story of the nation’s expansion 
and development. Our first report places it twenty-three miles east 
of Baltimore, Md.; in 1800 it had traveled to a point eighteen miles 
west of that city; ten years later it was forty miles northwest by west 
of Washington City ; in 1820 it reached a spot sixteen miles north of 
Woodstock, Va.; it took the three decades following to travel across 
West Virginia and over the mountains, but in 1860 it was found 
twenty miles south of Chillicothe, O.; ten years later it was forty- 
cight miles east of north of Cincinnati, and in 1880, eight miles west 


by south of that city. In 1890 it passed into Indiana, and ten years 


ago it was found six miles southwest of Columbus in that state. 

One thing peculiar about the march of the center of population 
is that, since the beginning, it has kept close to the thirty-ninth 
parallel. Jf it shall adhere to its present course, there is reason to 
believe that the permanent center of population in the United States 
will be close to the geographical center, which, leaving Alaska and our 
insular possessions out of the account, is in northern Kansas, in 
approximate latitude 39 degrees 55 minutes. 

This is figuring many years ahead, however, and without regard 
to possible changes in the flow of migration. The opening of the 
Panama canal, with the development of western and southwestern 
commerce which should ensue—the possibilities of the great state of 
Texas being fully considered—may, and probably will, give the line 
of march of the center of population a more southerly course after 
it shall have reached the Mississippi river.

Its situation on the high road to the East long ago cost the 
country its seaboard, which England, France and Italy divided up 
in a way that left Abyssinia absolutely no access to the sea, while 
the conquest of the Sudan by the Anglo-Egyptians closed.the land 
side. Thus surrounded, chiefly by territory controlled by Great 
Britain, Abyssinia is naturally influenced by English interests more 
than by French and‘*Italian, although it took British diplomacy a long 
time to displace the French, who were for years very ably supported 
by Russia. Today Abyssinia has the distinction of being the only 
part of the world where the entente cordiale failed to consolidate 
British and French policies and interests. 

The struggle between the powers has turned mainly about the 
construction of railroads by means of which each rival hopes to 


- dominate the economic future of the country. Italy is not much in 


the race, as she has never been able to recover the prestige she lost 
on the battlefields of Amba Aladji and Adua; while France, who 
took Italy’s place as predominant power, has been losing “‘face”’ 
through serious blunders in connection with the building of the 
Dire Dowah railroad from French Somaliland into the interior. A 
year ago, Germany suddenly appeared on the ground, and by a bold 
stroke came near gaining complete ascendency over Menelik through 


the appointment of a German diplomat to: the post of chief adviser 


to the throne.. A series of amusing incidents put an end to the ven- 
ture and left the field once more to the three rivals. * _ 

It would be difficult to find. a more complicated situation 
anywhere on the globe than the tangle of Abyssinia’s internal politics. 
Racial, religious, feudal and dynastic interests and ambitions, for 
many years skilfully utilized, or checked, by the masterful Menelik, 
are no longer under control, and during the last year or more chaos 
has been, averted only by a series of hazardous compromises with the 


great feudal lords for which the Empress Taitu, one of the most . 


extraordinary women born on African soil, is chiefly responsible. 
She has always striven to neutralize Menelik’s pro-foreign policy and 
it is her violent aversion to western ideas that makes the Abyssinian 
question a serious one. The intervention of the powers would 
become inevitable if she realized her ambition of seizing the reins. 
Happily, the Moroccan imbroglio has taught the world a lesson that 
will probably hold good for the settlement of the Abyssinian question 
in the interests of peace and progress.

| AMONG many other cities, Los Angeles, Cal., 
, is about to adopt the pay-as-you-enter street 
The Pay- car. It would be more exact to say, perhaps, 
} that the street railway company of that city 
as-you-enter has decided to experiment with it. A number 
, of cars of this pattern will be put on one of 

Street Car the lines, and if they prove to be satisfactory 
to the company and its patrons the new 

: service will be extended. These cars: have 
cone been in use in several large cities for the 

last few years. Their employment has been more general in Chicago 
and St. Louis than elsewhere. In discussing the matter, a Los 
Angeles contempotary refers to the fact that at first they were not 


‘wholly satisfactory to the people of those cities. This is true, but 


the nature of the complaints made against them was trivial. Passen- 
gers who had been accustomed to passing into the cars freely, directly 
from the platform, did not at first take kindly to the idea of being 
halted and asked_for their fare. There was also some complaint 
about the strict regulations with regard to exits. But: the most 
unreasonable of people were soon forced to see that the new type of 
car assured them greater comfort, speed and safety. 

The passenger soon forms the habit of having his fare ready 
with exact change, when he steps upon the platform. Because of the 
greater expedition with which the cars may be handled, there are 
more of them in operation on the line, and, consequently, greater 
accommodation for the patrons. So.that when the passenger hands 
the conductor his fare and enters the car he usually finds a seat 
awaiting him, and he is not bothered again by the presence of the 
conductor. The passenger has only to touch a button when approach- 
ing his destination, and the car stops. Then, because the car is not 
crowded, and because there are regular front and rear exits, never 
used as entrances, he can pass out quickly and without crowding other 
passengers. 

From the conductor’s standpoint, the pay-as-you-enter car is a 
decided improvement over the old style. He need never leave his 
post on the rear platform. The safety of passengers is increased by 
this very fact, and by the fact, also, that passengers cannot enter or 


‘leave the car while it is in motion. The car should be satisfactory 


to the company because it insures the collection of every fare. The 
pay-as-you-enter car seems to be in the line of progress. ‘ |

In a paper just read before the American Academy of Arts and 
Sciences Doctor Fernald calls Vineland, to which the adventurers 
came, “Wineland, the Good.”’ . He thinks that the wineberry which 
delighted the Norsemen on their American visit was not a grape at” 
all, but the mormtain cranberry, common in New Hampshire, at sea 
level in Labrador and in the northern part of Europe. By means of 
the ‘‘strand wheat,” the canoe-birch, and other proofs, Doctor Fernald 
attempts to show that Labrador alone fits all the conditions described. 
There is no lack of collateral evidence that the voyagers halted there. 
This: appears in the “skin boats” of Eskimo settlements along the 
Labrador shore, the capture of a polar bear, and the grounding of a 
Labrador whale. But numerous efforts have been made to locate 
the landing place of Erikson, which has been set down at nearly every 
river mouth from the St. Lawrence to the Hudson: and if we are to 
accept the, conclusions of Doctor Fernald, what is to become of the 
pretty theories of Prof. Eben N. Horsford, who went so far as to 
locate a site in Cambridge where he claims that Lief Erikson built his 
house in 1001? | |
